4. Anmiganiation of companies. - (I) On and from the appoimed day. the entire husmess 
and undertaking of the Tamilnadu Stale Transpoit Corporation (Coimbatore Divi.sion-IIl t 
L.imitcd in as is where is eondilion. including all the properties, moxabic Of immovable and 
other assets of v.lta^soc^•er nafure. including machinery and all fixed-assets, lease.s. tenancy 
riglits. inx'esimenis in .shares or othervt i.sc, stock-in-trade, workshop tcoLs. good.s-m'tran.sil, 
advances of all kinds monies, all kinds of book-tlebt.s, outstanding monies, recoverable claims, 
agi'eemenis. indtistrial and other licences and permits, impops and fhher licences, lexers of 
intent and all rights and powers of e\ en' description, but subject to all moitgages ami charges 
and hypothecation, guarantees, and all rights whatsoex’er. affecting the said properties of 
dissob/ed cottipany .shall without ftiifher act or deed be transfen ed to and vest m or deemed to 
be transfeiTcd to tmd vest in the resulting compam’ in accordance with the law in force. 

(2) For accounting puiposes. the amalgamatiori shall be effevied with reference to the 
companies and the transactions thereafter shall be pooled into a common account. The 
dissolved company shall not be ref|uired to prepare its final accounts as on any later date and 
the icsultijig company shall take over all assets and liabilities according to the balance sheet as 
on the r' .April.
